The poor girl had 
lingtsie<l eighteen days between life and 
deith with her whole right side paralyzed. 

Turner plejul guilty May 13, and Patter- 
son was found guilty a few days later. Pat- 
t^irsun took an ap(M»al, and his sontence was 
auspended to await tha aoUoa of tha oourt of 
appeaU, whiob wlU aol lirii^ Iha «aao natiU 
next fall 

During bis incarceration Turner has worn 
an air of braggadocio and laughed and grew 
fataa the ahadow of the gallows reached 3ut 
for him. He was made a hero by slmpla- 
miudttd i>eople and in bis own eatimatiou, 
but tOKlay hu bull neck felt the halter, and 
tha murdar of Jennie Bowman waa avenged. 

Tumar waa indicted, found guilty, and 
•entenced in the abort spooe of one hour. 

In bia ooufeaaiou Turner deaoribes how lie 
alona entered the Johnson houve and cruelly 
nlted Jennie Bowman. He never knew 
Patterson exoept by name, and waa led to 
implicate him only through Chief Whallen'a 
promiae that if he "aquealad" on his acoom- 
pUoa he would be saved from tha mob,

McElroy al Us boma near Raleigh, 
that county. McBlroy refused to surrender, 
and opened fire on the raarahal and party 
without efTei-t, they returning the Are and 
severely wounding the murderer. When 
McElroy was brought to thia city a mob 
was formed to lynch him, but they were 
outwitted by the sheriff, who rushed McEN 
roy to Robard'a station, Ky., in a surrey, 
thara taking the south bound train for Hoi>- 
kinsrUle. The mob followed to Robard'a 
station, twelva milaa, but failed to find 
them. 

McElroy wai a coal-black, smooth faced 
negro, aged alx)ut twenty-four, five feet six 
inches tall and weighed 150 poimds. Until 
January 5 McBlroy was confined in the 
HopkinsvUle JaiL Ha was then brought 
here for trial, causing a great deal of exoite- 
ment, the court room being crowded almost 
to suffocation for five days. Tha negroes 
stuck to McEilroy and seamed willing to 
swear to anytliing that would benefit him, 
and perjury waa rifa. After abia argumanta 
on both sides the case waa given to tha Jury 
at 1:30 p m., Tueaday, January 11, and in 
forty- five minutea a verdict of guilty waa 
brought in. McElroy received the verdict 
of death with the same stoicism that charac- 
terized him through tha trial. When the 
clerk finished readingtha verdict, McElroy'a 
mother, who sat by him remarked : 

"It is all up with you now, Jimmy." He

JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

Re Writes a I.«tter ou the Question of 
the Southern Battle Flags. 

Baltimokic, July 3. — Tbe following letter 
from Jefferson Davis in reference to the re- 
turn of the southern battle flags has been 
received in this city: "If the objeot how to 
unite the people of tha north and south as 
brethren in the Union, aa a means to that 
and every aign of past confliot should, as far 
as practicable, be obliterated. To return aa 
a point of pride a flag oaptured in battle by 
eithe^ Union or Coafadarata soldier would 
be equivalent to renewed exultation of 
triumph by one or the other, and suraly not 
a «tep toward the rsetoration of paaca. 

" Wlien tbe Confadarato govamment erao- 
aated Richmond, many flag* captured in 
battle were deposited in the war ofBoa in 
Richmond. So far aa I know they were all 
left there and found by tbe United Btatea 
troopa when they entered the city. This 
would at least exhibit proof of the fact that 
the south did not wish to treasure up such 
evidence of any triumpha it ever had over 
tbe north. The aouth haa manifested no da- 
aire to have poaaeaaion of the flags lost in 
battle. Their value departed when they 
were surrendered. 

"Whether they should He and be odo- 
oonsumed by moths in boxes of tbe United 
States war office, or be returned to thair 
former owners, has one element of valoa, 
which is, that tha reatoration would ba a 
declaration, such aa the old Romans mada, 
that there should be no triumph for arlatory 
won in civil war. So far aa it ahould az- 
pram tha faaling of. raatorad tratamity, it 
woold ba aa advaaoa toward that odamlfa 
which ail reaaonabla Ma wiS raaognlaa as 
desirable among thOM wha ara to Uto to* 
gather." 

OU Well Statement. 

BBADlfORD, Pa, July 2. — lu tha Now 
York and Pennsylvania regions ITii oil wells 
were completed in June, with a new produc- 
tion on the laiit day of the mouth of .5,384 
barrels.

The liondsiiien who are bail for Ammi 
Baldwin, crooked cashier of the Fidelity Na- 
tional bank, surrendered him to tbe United 
States autboritias this morning through 
their agent, Will Haaen, the detectivew Mr. 
Wagner, who is Ammi Baldwin's bond, ia 
asaignee of Harper, and as such is raquirad 
to give 1^,000 bond. Hia bondsmen de- 
mand that be shall not be on any other 
bond, hence he retiree from Baldwin's bond. 
Gtaorge Thompaon takes Wagner's plaoa. 
Tha remaining bondsman is Mr. Chatfleld, 
who haa not dalivared Baldwin up. As yet 
it ia not understood that tbe bond of $10,000 
is to be increased. 

"Baldwin haa two bail bonds," said United 
States Commissioner Hooper. "One ia for 
$5,0U0, with Oeorge Thompson and William 
Thompeon as seciirities. Thia one waa not 
in any way changed or affected by to-day's 
prooesdings. The other, for 110,000, had as 
sacnritias Mr. Chatfleld, of Chatfiald 
Woods, and Adam Wagnar. Wagnar ra- 
tirss from the bond. Oeo^ge Thompson sigaa 
it in his place. A naw bond is therafora 
mada for 910,000 as baforo, with Meaars. 
Chatflakl and Tbompaoa upon it. It ia 
merely In aifeot a obaago of ona surety.'* 

"Is there no talk of a final surrandar tt 
Baldwin for impriaonmentf was asked. 

"I have heard nooo. Nobody beMavaa 
that Baldwin would run away. I have never 
heard that his bail would be increased, as 
was the case vvith Harper and Hopkina In 
fact Assistant Attorney Bruce was here 
when this boud was ranewed to^ay aad did 
not say a word aboot inaraasing tha baiL 
He certainly would have said aomething 
about it if such a thing had been intended." 

"la it thought that Harper and Hopkins 
would run away if they should get out on 
bailf" was further naked of Mr. Hooper. 

"That is a question much discusse<l," said 
Mr. Hooper. "It is said of Mr. Uarpar that 
he has pleasant domestic relations and that 
if he intendwl to go to Canada or elawlMTiL 
be bad suHlcient warning of the craahiaBa 
would I ave taken hia family away with him 
before he got into all this trouble. I do not 
believe him to be a man of great foreaight 
I ahould say that if he and Hopkins aee that 
they are certain to go to the penitentiary if 
they remain here the temptation to go elae- 
where is irreaiatible. I do not believe that 
Harper has the money some people think he 
has. He haen't 9100,000, lam aatisflad. Ha 
may have •20,000 or 930,000, or aooMiyag 
like that," 

"What will Harper and Hopkins do hk 
cotirt to-morrow r' waa ftuiiher aaked of Mr. 
Hooper. 

"I imderstand from their attorney a," said 
he, "that they will ba brought before me 
Saturday afternoon and that they will 
waive examination and formally remanded 
to Jail. Their reaaon for this delM ia baiac 
formally committed is that white th«|f Ma 
main in Jail as they now are they can coma 
before me and give bail at any time with 
little red tape, whereas when they are form-- 
ally committed, as they will be Saturday, 
uuleu they then give bail, thay will hara to- 
apply to the United Statca ooart (or 9Htf 
■tap they deaire to taka " 

•<Will they be delivered orar to a osll aad 
prison fare thenf was asked. 

"Not necesaarUy. Probably thay wiU 
have all their present advaatagaa in jaU. 
That is a matter between tbam aad Jalltr 
Williams. It haa always been niiitnnnnr hi 
tha Jails to treat government |b iaiann Ml* 
tor than any other kind. " 

The Jail as usual was quiet this momiag. 
Harper waa buay in the private oflUca, and 
feeU pretty sore over tlie Increaaa of hia 
bond. "That's hitting a toUowwh«aha% 
down," ha said. HopUao was ataadiagia 
tha corridor smoking.

THE LAW OF EXCOMMUNICATION. 

Henry George Vrofosses to Know all 
Aboat It— A Denial. 

New York, July ii.— In thia week's Stan 
iard Henry (ieorge has a long article on tha 
sxcoramunication of Dr. MOlyna, in which 
he endeavors to prove that some public oere- 
■tony will be necessary. He adds: "It la 
said that no public ceremony and even no 
public notice ia required, and that McGlynn 
will be excommunicated juat aa in tha aouth 
people are supposed to be hoodooed ia aaorat, 
and it is also said that It will not davolva 
upon tha pope, upon the propaganda, upon 
/^Dhbiahop Corrigan or upon anybody alaa 
to axoommonlcatie Dr. McOlynn, bnt that 
by the terms of the order he will einrMnmni. 
cate himself Ipeo faoto, if ha ia not la Rome 
on the 8d of July." 

All this he maintains ia not only contrary 
to the declarations made by the archbiahop'a 
aeoretary, but alao in flat oontradiotion to 
canonical law. He quotaa Dr. Burtaell'a 
opinion on the aubjeot, and oonoludea 
"Catholica may reat aaaured by the law of 
their church that if they do not publicly 
hs&r of Dr. McQlynn'a public excommuni- 
cation be is not actually axoommunicated at 
aU. There being no detinquaaoy ia Dr. Mo- 
Olynn's case, for neither propaganda nor 
I pope have the slightest oanonical right to 
order him to Rome, no ezcummunicatlon 
baaad on thla refuaal togo to Rome can have 
any affect, even if it ia proclaimed with bell, 
book and candle, and no Catholic will be 
under any obligation to pay heed to It. " 

Before leaving town yeaterday Dr. Mo- 
Olynn waa asked if he wiahed to deny the 
atory printed recently that he failed to pay 
over to the "little Slatera of the Poor" the 
gSOO left to them by hii mother. 

"It ia not worth tha denial," ha replied, 
"but I will aay that tha publication is an 
••trago, and It was an act of beaatiality to 
giva out auch an untrue statement."
